2. The figures submitted 5/10/04 are acceptable to the examiner. 

3. Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. The claims as presently drawn only permit one of the bidentate ligands be bonded to 
the transition metal. However, throughout the entire specification there is not a single working 
or prophetic example of a transition metal compound having only one bidentate ligand bonded to 
it. Instead, all the prophetic examples of pp. 13, 15, 51-69, 71-81, 84, 85, 138-139, 146-149 and 
all the actual working examples have two bidentate ligands bonded to the transition metal. This 
amounts to a failure to teach how to make the claimed invention, instead being a mere invitation 
to experiment how to make the invention as claimed. 

4. Claims 3-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In claims 3, 5 and 7, from 1. 2 "the transition metal" to the second line after the structure 
inclusive, all this matter fails to further limit claim 1 and thus is prolix and should be cancelled. 
The examiner notes that the structures of each compound in claims 1, 3, 5 and 7 is identical, 
hence it need only appear in the independent claim. 

In claim 4, 1. 2, delete "in the formula (I-a)" as now lacking antecedent basis since that 
formula has been removed from claim 3. Likewise with claims 6 and 8. 
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In claim 5, third line after the structure delete "be".
